Acting Assistant Surgeon Allan reports, August 19: 
Week ended August 7. There were 7 deaths from cholera, 15 
from plague, and 2 from smallpox in Calcutta; in Bengal, 43 cases of 
plague, with 28 deaths; in India, 1,287 cases of plague, with 938 
deaths.
